APPROPRIATION AGAIN I$ BLOCKED 


An appeal to the public for money to push 
the investigation of frauds in the general 
election last November and to prosecute the 
twenty-nine men already indicted, will be 
made today by Special State's Attorney John 
E. Northup. He will be joined in the request 
by President A. A. McCormick and seven 
other members of the county board. 

The commissioners will confér with Mr. 
Northup at 11 o'clock this morning aso the 
method of collecting the fund, It is said te 
be the plan to have some banker act as cus- 
todian and to enlist the support of all clubs 
and civic organizations. 

Mr. Northup yesterday served notice on 
the commissioners he would take this action 
after he had pleaded in vain with the minor- 
ity dominated by Peter Bartzen to give him 
the necessary financia) eid. 

Letter Warns County Board. 

Mr. Northup’s letter to the board follows: 

“ A week ago I appealed to you for funds 
with which to carry out court orders under 
which I am acting. Certain members of 
your body saw fit to deny my appeal and to 
put themselves on record as opposing the

Klunk’s His Name and ‘Plunk’ 
to Earth He's Come Eight 
Times Since June. 


FINDS REWARDS SMALL. 


There is one man in Chicago who is a 
victim. of banana peels. He does not eat 
bananas to any great extent, and he does 
not collect the peels to prevent persons from 
slipping on them. 

He steps on the peels himself. 

The banana victim is Mr. Joseph A. Klunk, 
or Al Kiunk, or A. J. Kiunk, and he lives at 
1421 North Oakley avenue. Since June 25 he 
has been slipping all over Chicago on banana 
peels. Sometimes he would slip on them in 4 
street car; sometimes in an elevated train: 
sometimes in a railroad station. Banana 
peels just seemed to be attracted toa place | 
directly under Mr. Klunk’s feet. 


Eight Claims, His Record. 

As a result of Mr. Klunk's adventures with 
banana peels, he has filed eight claims for 
personal injury in the last two months. 
When interviewed at his house last night he 
declared he had made all of the claims. He 
said he could not explain the tenderness with 
which his feet encountered stray and inof- 
fensive banana peels located on the property 
of public utility companies. He stoutly de- 
clared all of the slippings "' were bona fide 
accidents. 

In settlements from street car, elevated, 
and railroad companies Mr. Klunk thus far 
has amassed $148.80. He said publicity of 
the matter was likely to make more trouble 
than the settlement of the claims were worth. 
He was shown a list of the claims, which was 
prepared by the Chicago Information bureau.

WILSON GRANTS GIRL’S PLEA

President Has Department of Interior 
Set Aside Rule Forbidding En- 
trance by Animals.

In a way the president's future attitude to- 
ward the disturbed country will be the con- 
tinuance of the present status quo, with 
these additions to his policy: 

1. Aid and advice te Americans to 
retire from Mexico, 

2. Declaration that those killing 
or injuring Americans shall be held 
personally responsible by the Swern 
ment of the United States. 

8. Imposition of an embargo on ali 
shipments of arms into Mexico, 
thereby placing the Huerta govern- 
ment upon the same footimg as the 
constitutionalists. 


Chief Points in Message. 

Besides the above the principal points of 
the president’s address, which he read to- 
night to the members of the foreign relations 
committees and which he will read tomorrow 
at 3 o'clock to the two houses of congress, 
are as follows: 

1. Gen. Huerta has flatly rejected and 
has made no counter proposals to the 
demands of the American government! 

(a) That he resign. 

(b) That a previsienal president 
be named as his sticcessor during 
whose incumbency arrangements 
should be made for the holding of a 
constitutional election. 

(e) That Huerta should agree not 
to become a candidate at the pro- 
posed elections. 

() That an armistice should be 
entered into with the revolutionary 
forees in order that peace might 
prevall during the proposed eee 
tions,

All Nations tc Receive Message, 
The president has made arrangements to 
transmit his message to all the nations rep- 
resented diplomatically in Mexico City. This 
includes most of the states of Europe and 


South America and Japan and China. 


Some criticism is made of the action of the 
administration in inviting Europe and Asia 
to take part in the affairs of the American 
hemisphere, the claim being made that the 
first step has been taken for the violation of 
the Monroe doctrine. At the same time it is 
admitted that what the president has done 
is in the interest of a worldwide public opin- 
ion, certain to have an influence upon 
Huerta’s future.

velopment resting at the western threshold 
of the state. 

[It was Hamilton's day. Hamilton is now 
a thriving river town of Hancock county, 
with 1,800 inhabitants. Beginning with this 
morning. it looks forward to an immediate 
transformation and to the centralization of 
plenty of manufacturing planis. ‘The town 
is in full possession of an insatiable appe- 
tite to become the metropolis of the military 
tract and of Illinois territory clear to the 
Peoria trade boundaries. 


Construction Honestly Handled. 

„Here isg $27,000,000 proposition, Dunne 
said, speaking to a great crowd in Hamilton, 
the Illinois terminus of the mighty dam. “I 
am told that all through its preliminary 
stages and to the pre t moment it has 
been handled and financed justly, honorably, 
and legitimately. It is now transmitting 
power to St. Louis, 160 miles away, and mov- 
ing the street cars of our sister state) It 10 
prepared to enter directly the cities, towns, 
and villages of the entire western section 
of our state.

It charges further that redeemed bonds are 
missing from the city’s files; that bonds al- 
ready sold have been duplicated, and that the 
duplicates are purchasable and thet many 
citizens of prominence have been permitted 
to escape payment of taxes. 

The council immediately authogised the 
mayor to employ special accountants to ex- 
amine the books further with a view of estab- 
lishing the precise situation as regards the 
improvement bonds and the accrued interest 
thereon involved in the irregularities. 


Get Additional Time,

Audience in Music Hall Boos“ 
Actress Who Refused to 
| Appear with Him,

LONDON, Aug. 2%.—The man in the street 
showed tonight In an emphatic manner that 
he does not share in the hostility to Jack 
Johnéon, the American negro pugilist. He 
regards the negro as the victim of persecution 
which is due to color

They refused to listen to two comediennes 
who had refused to appear if Johnson did, 
but in consequence of the announcement of 
the postponement of his appearance had 
agreed to goon. The audience drowned the 
efforts of these two young women with 
whistles, cat calls, and hisses, and they were 
obliged to retire, and the whole show was 
held up. 

Presently a roar of cheering outaide the 
hall announced that something was bappen- 
ing. Johnson's car had arrived with the big 
negro, who was all smiles. The crowd yelled 
with. delight at Johnson's appearance and 


climbed all over the car in an effort to shake 


hands with him. 

Johnson was almost amothered by the mob 
that got on all parts of the car, and the police 
had great difficulty in clearing a pathway 
for the pugilist to the entrance. 


Cheered by Theater Crowd. 
Johnson and his friends marched in under 
the leadership of Manager Loxer of the hall. 
The lights were down, but the audience got 
a glimpse of Johnson and cheered frantically 
for several minutes. They also shouted 
words of encouragement to the pugilist, a 
few dissentients winly protesting by hissing. 
Johnson stood smiling and bowing for sev- 
eral minutes. Then he left and tried to 
escape the crowd by taking a taxicab at an- 
other entrance. This was useless, however, 
and the police had another job in ridding the 
car of those who were clinging toit. When 
at length the car was free and started hun- 
dreds ran alongside of it for some distance. 
There were similar scenes at the South 
London music hall. Here Johnson made a 
speech in which he said, among other things: 
“My only crime is that I beat Jeffries.” 
When he left there were scenes similar to 
those at his departure from Euston hall.

Rural Life Directors Produce Re- 


sults of Year’s Experiment 
About Chicago 


“I take this lamp chimney and weigh it, 
then fasten some cambric over the top and 
fill with earth and pack it. The other chim- 
ney I fil! with loose earth, then fill the re- 
maining spaces with water. By knowing the 
weight of the chimney and the earth before 
and after the water is poured, I can compute 
the amount of water needed on an acre of 
land. The superior porosity of the loose 
earth is shown by the water being absorbed 
more quickly in that chimney.” 

A room full of admiring Cook county teach- 
ers listened ta the youthful erator on soil 
culture. Sometimes the juvenile agricu*ur- 
ist was a boy and often a girl. In either 
event they knew what they were talking 
about, while often the teacher was mystified. 


. Cook County Experiment. 

At one side sat Seth Shepard, teacher, and 
Edward J. Tobin, county superintendent of 
schools, beamingly regarding the exposi- 
tion of the great scholastic experiment which 
makes Oook county the cynosure of the 
American educational eye at this time. The 
pupils, sons and daughters of German farm- 
ers living in Niles township, northwest of 
Chicago, were none of them more than 12 
years old, and they showed their knowledge 
with a nonchalance which edified their quon- 
dam teachers. 

The Niles contingent is one of five experi- 
mental stations the work of which will be 
shown in the remaining days of the Cook 
County Teachers’ institute, in session at 
the normal school, Sixty-elghth street and 
Stewart avenue. 

Today Miss Estelle 
Bremen cohorts will show seed germina- 
tion; tomorrow Miss Agnes Ryan, also 
of Niles, will show how tomatoes should 
be canned; Thursday Miss Grace Carolan 
and her Northfield pupils will demonstrate 
rope tying, and on Friday Miss May Foran 
of Lyons and her class will demonstrate 
germination and corn tying. 


Pace for 130 Schools. 

These five classes were an experiment last 
year for direction of the remainder of the 
county schools. The coming season will see 
each of the 130 rural schools in Cook county 
following the same plan, the first concerted 
effort along this line ever made here. ‘The 
county has been divided into five sections for 
the coming school year, each section to be 
controlled by a school and rural life director 
who will de on the job” 365 days in the 
year for $2,000 a year. 

He will superintend the winter school work, 
and when spring arrives will form acreage 
clubs among the boys for practical agricul- 
tural instruction. The boys’ fathers will do- 
nate the land and the profits, and progress 
will be marked as in school, Bach director 
will alm to make the rural school a com- 
munity center and promote festivals which 
will knit the parents in the practical educa- 
tional uplift.

Japanese Explains Oulture. 

The process of pearl cultivation was ex 
plained yesterday by Kume Takeo, who rep- 
resents Kokichi Mikimoto, the original pearl 
cultivator of Japan, at tye National Retail 
Jewelers’ association, which opened its an- 
nual convention, at the Hotel Sherman. Mr, 
Takeo explained that the pearis thus made 
are not artificial, but of such quality as to 
command high prices. He declared that 
with proper care any one could cultivate 
valuable pearls. 

Hitherto it was Believed that more than 
half a century was necessary for the enforced 
cultivation of pearis. 

A. B. Warner of the White, Wile & Warner 
company stated that the popular supersti- 
tion in regard to opals had practically dia- 
appeared.

The list of vic 
tims grows unceasingly, but there seems 
no growth of caution, in spite of the terri- 
ble lessons spread by the newspapers to 
every village and farmstead. Speed, over 

© the ground in trains and trolleys, in mo- 
tor cars and “scenic railways,” over the 
water in hydroplanes and hydroaer>- 
planes, through the air in aeroplanes; 
speed, the thrill through the nerves of 
wind rush and rvaring wheels, the modern 
passion, the twentieth century vice; bet- 
ter, perhaps, than the gambling of the 
eighteenth century or the bear baiting of 
the seventeenth, but costlier and more 
likely to produce unexpected results. 


INDEPENDENCE IN THE 
PHILIPPINES. 

The wpecial report of Dean C. Worces 
ter, one of the best informed men in the 
Philippines and secretary of the interior 
in the insulat government, discloses con- 
ditions the Jones independence bill advo- 
cates would do well to digest. Slavery 
exists in the islands and a bill to abolish 
it is sleeping in the Philippine assem- 
bly. Peonage is more prevalent still. 
They amount to the same thing. 

The Jones bill provides for granting 
independence to the Philippine people in | 
eight years. By that time in the con- 
siderate wisdom of its advocates, Filipino 
and Moro will clasp hands over the chasm | 

bt race and religion, the dark cloud of 
American imperialism will be lifted. a 
benignant world will smile upon the scene, 
and the republic of the Philippines, har- 
monious and coherent as the thirteen orig- 

mal states, will set sail upon a glorious 
future. 

This is an inspiring picture. Here 
fe another picture not so inspiring. It 
ia from the Cablenews-American, the re- 
marks of a citizen of Zamboanga, on 
the late Moro trouble: 5 
Tou people in Manila have no con- 
ception of the real condition that led 
Amil and his followers to retain their 
arms and decline voluntarily to surren- 
der them to the Americans. First of 
all, there was the report that the gen- 
eral armament was in preparation for 


turned over to the Filipinos against their 
will and without means to render effec- 
tive their objection to the suspected 
change. When this news was spread 
abroad the Moros were panic stricken, 
Some of them were intelligent enough to 
realize the error of this report when it 
was explained to them, but others with 
the simple faith of the semi-barbarian 
believed that they were about to have 
the Filipinos placed over them as con- 
querors. Out of this number of deluded 
natives Amil has been able to recruit his 
band of lrreconcilables. The discussion 
in the United States about giving the 
Filipinos independence has been distorted 
here until it has been reported to the 
natives as meaning the consignment of 
the Mohammedans to the mercies of the 
Christian population.” 

But doubtless Mr. Carnegie, Dr. Jor 
dan, and the pacifists will solve all such 
difficulties before 1921.

remedy, therefore, is simple and easy. 

The men, the saloonkeepers, who have 
set up this traffie in women in a hitherto 
wholesome section of the city should be 
taken in hand by the authorities. The pan- 
dera and procurers hanging out in these 
joints should be brought before the law and 
dealt with in the manner prescribed by the 
law for such offenders. If this method will 
be followed the recently set up palaces of 
vice will soon be deserted, and the good 
people of the district will once more be able 
to raise their sons and daughters in safety. 


THE FARMER AND THE CURRENCY. 

The statement has been made several 
times during the present banking reform 
discussion that there are three parties to 
currency legisiation—the banks, the com- 
mercial interests, and the administration. 

There is a fourth party—the farming 
interest. 

The fourth party is making itself audl- 
ble as it always has during agitation 
for currency reform. It has had good 
reason to complain. The farmer never 
has had the credit facilities that the 
business man has enjoyed. Hence his 
frequent demand for “more money.“ 
That always has been his demand—more 
money, not better, quantity, nor quality. 
Thus he has always followed eagerly 


any man or party promising an abun- 


dance of cheap money. He was in favor 
of paper money in colonial days. One 
reason why Rhode Island was so slow 
to enter the union was that the consti- 
tution forbade the states to make any- 
thing save gold or silver legal tender. 


The farmers who ruled Rhode Island 
In those days were paper money mad. 


Neither the greenbackers nor the free 
silverites would have developed any great 
strength had it not been for their prom- 
ises to the agricultural interest of plenty 
of cheap money. 

And now in the present attempt at 
currency reform comes Representative 
Henry with the southern and south west- 
ern Democratic agriculturists back of him, 
demanding that the farmers’ interests be 
considered by the loaning by the gor 


‘ernment of money at a low rate on ware- 


house receipts of the farmer’s cotton, corn, 
and wheat. 

The stheme is not new. The P ple“ 
party platform of 1892 proposed it, having 
taken it from that of the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance of a few years before. The idea 


originated with men who were not too 
‘young to rethember how the confederacy 


bought and held cotton, and used the 


proceeds of that which managed to run 
the blockade to pay for the interest on 


the bonds it sold in Europe. Ideas sur 

vive long im agricultural communities. 
President Wilson very wisely has put 

his foot down upon involving the present 


| difficult legislation with the very impor- 


tant problem of agricultural credit, and 
the Henry radicals with their cheap 
money fallacy will not make headway. 
But the president has done well to prom- 
ise that agricultural finance will be taken 
up in earnest at the regular session and 
dealt with in earnest. The grekt German 
and French systems have been studied 
and it should be possible to make a wise 
application of continental experience to 
our American conditions. Certainly un- 
til the relatively harsh terms upon which 
agricultural enterprise has to finance ft 
self are greatly bettered we shall have

THE WELL BORN CHILD. 

A woman who believes that every child 
has a right to be well born recently has 
opened what she terms s “ prenatal” res- 
taurant in New Ycrk City. Any préspeo 
tive mother is welcomed to this place. She 
is given nutritive food at a nominal cost. 
She is given, in addition, friendly counsel 


of informal training as to how to bring 
into the world a healthy child. 

The prenatal restaurant is the outgrowth 
of its founder's wide experience with moth- 
ers and children of the slums. The woman 
who founded this restaurant has been great- 
ly impressed, or, perhaps, depressed, with 
the large number of children that come into 
the world handicapped because their moth- 
ers were underfed. Thousands of new 
born babes, she found, are doomed to an 
early death because they have been suffer- 
ing from malnutrition before birth. 

The pregatal restaurant in New York 
undertaken by the private initiative of a 
social worker must, and undoubtedly will, 
be the corner stone of a newer and more 
humane attitude toward the woman in strait- 
ened elreumstances who is a prospective 
mother, 

In Germany a woman needs no other cer 
tificate than a nursing babe to entitle her to 
proper nutriment at the expense of the com- 
munity. In France hospitals care for pro- 
spective mothers six weeks, and even two 
months, before their confinement, and a 
month or 80 after. In Scotland a private 
society feeds nursing mothers free. 

The prenatal restaurant in New York 
started by private initiative should not, and 
probably will not, be allowed to long remain 
a private institution.

DRINKERS. 

#~ OVERNMBNTS maintain organiza- 
tions to fight ill health and to pro- 
mote health. They are known as 
health departments, The science 
which they foster is hygiene, but 

they do not concern themselves with all of 
hygiene, That small part of hygiene which 
goes by the name of public hygiene is thelr 
field. 

Working in this field, they are saving 
lives. The lives are saved from tubercu- 
losis, typhoid fever, contagion, summer 
complaint, and a few related conditions. 
This is but a small corner of the field. 

Meanwhile the Equitable Life Insurance 
conservation commissioner tells us that we 
are not holding our own with Bright's dis- 
ease, heart disease, apoplexy, a.‘terlo 
sclerosis, diabetes, and certain other mala- 
dies. The prevention of these diseases, the 
saving of lives against them, is a matter of 
personal hygiene. 

a 

There are no agencies of government to 
promote personal hygiene. There are no 
organizations to promote this branch of 
hygiene, although certain agencies are dis- 
posed to develop it as a side line. 

The insurance companies have a large 
financial] interest in the promotion of per- 
sonal hygiene. A few of them recognize 
this. They also recognize that, so far as 
personal hygiene is concerned, there is no 
„George to doit. Either they must preach 
personal hygiene, or it will not be preached 
excepting as this newspaper and a few 
others preach it. 

The Postal Life has just issued its health 
bulletin No. 11. It deals with the alcohol 
habit in relation to personal hygiene. If 
life insurance bulletins do not tell the people 
that drinkers shorten their lives thereby, 
who will? Certainly not health depart- 
ments, for they must have the support of 
the saloon people as well as others. 

The Postal bulletin publishes an English 
table and chart showing that drinkers de- 
crease their life expectancy 24 per cent. 

About the most dependable thing known is 
an actuary table. When an insurance com- 
pany has figured the averages On a milliow 
or more people, it can tell you just where 
you stand. Such a table was the basis of 
the above conclusion.

The New England Mutual Life Insurance 
company, figuting the results on 180,000, 
concluded that, figuring on a basis of 100 on 
the American table, the expectancy of total 
abstainers was 59; of those rarely using alce- 
hol, 71; of the temperate users, 84; of the 
moderate users, 125. 

The total abstainers had twice as good 
an outlook as the moderate users. 

Ot course, the heavy drinkers are plain 
fools whom nobody will insure or employ, 
or anything else, except that, occasionally, 
a silly woman will marry one.

D. J. M. writes: * We are living on the third 
floor of @n apartment building and use the 
back porch ae a sleeping piazza, Directly 


under us is a gentleman who has tudercwosis 
in a bad form. He, too, sleeps out on his 
porch and seems to be careless as to the use 
of a sputum cup. He coughs a great deal, 
and, while he uses a sputum cup at times, 
we do not believe that he has a disinfectant 
in the cup tokill the genms. If thie sputum is 
allowed to dry up and blow away, are we sub- 
jected to any danger by sleeping on the porch 
directly above him?’ 
REPLY. 

The danger is slight, in fact no greater than the 

danger of contracting consumption in the street.

TO QUIET NERVES. 

T. D. W. writes: “I am a man almost 28 
yéars old and have been 4 hard drinker since 
I was 21. During the first two or three years 
I used alcoholic beverages they didn't seem 
to hurt me; that is, I didn’t get down ‘ dead 
drunk,’ nor did I lose any time from business. 
But, during the last two years, I have been 
nothing but a ‘common boozer.’ However, I 
have stopped drinking altogether now and 
am determined never to drink again. But I 
am nervous and I sleep poorly. What diet, 
exercise, etc., would you recommend for any 
one in my condition?” 

REPLY. 

Drink a lot of good milk, take a glass of warm 
milk an hour before retiring, eat largely of fruits 
and vegetables. Keep the bowels in condition. 
Exercise in the open air; nothing ie better than 
a good long walk, followed by a bath, except swim- 
ming. Do not overlook the impostance of keep- 
ing your mind occupied.

KEEP MIND OFF PAIN. 

Mrs. S. writes: Nine months ago I was 
operated on for floating kidney. It was 
anchored in place, so I was told by my doctor. 
Five months later I was operated on again. 
I had the appendix and one ovary removed. 
Since my first opération I have had pains 
continually in that kidney; also it is ex- 
tremely sore and sensitive, and seems to 
move. My doctor has examined me several 
times since the operation, and says the kidney 
is in place. Now if it is, should I still be suf- 
fering this pain, and for how long after an 
operation of this kind?” 

REPLY. 

It is doubtful if operation to anchor the kidney 
ever does any good. Your chance of getting rid 
of this pain will be from physical exercise and 
mental occupation. Post-operation neurasthenia 
is apt to come on after fixation of the kidney. To 
let one’s mind dwell on one’s pains in the kidney 
region makes them worse.

MPPROR WILLIAM'S action in be- 
2 stowing the baton and rank of a field 


marshal of the German afmy upon his 

brother-in-law, King Constantine of 

Greece, calls for a word of explana- 
tion, especially in view of the fact that fora 
long time, indeed until quite recently, the 
two men were not on speaking terms. 

The fact of the matter is that both Germany 
and France have become alive to the grow- 
ing importance of Greece as a Mediterranean 
power, and are each endeavoring to secure 
predominant influence at Athens. 

The Greeks are intensely proud of their 
military prowess and their uninterrupted 
series of victories during the recent war in 
the Balkans, obliterating as they do the mem- 
ory of their ignominious defeats in the previ- 
ous conflict with Turkey nearly twenty years 
ago. 

They are keenly allve to the fact that the 
fine showing of their troops in the recent 
campaign has been entirely due to the splen- 
did training which they have received from 
the French general, Bydoux, and his care- 
fully picked mission of fellow officers of the 
French army, loaned for the purpose by the 
French government. 

In the face of financial difficulties of the 
Hellenic government, of political interference 
in the administration of the army, and the 
native spirit of indiscipline of officers and 
men, the French instructors have achieved 
wonders, and although the people of the 
southeast of Europe do not include gratitude 
as a rule among their national virtues, the 
Greeks certainly do feel thankful to the 


French. 


— 

The Paris government is anxious to take 
advantage of these sentiments to establish 
an alliance with Greece, in order to use it 
against Italy, and, in fact, against the en- 
tire triple alliance, should occasion arise, and, 
in the recent deliberations at Bucharest con- 
cerning the treaty which brought the war 
between the former Balkan allies toa close, 
gave the strongest kind of support to all the 
pretensions of Greece, much to the dissatis- 
faction and disappointment of Russia. 

France, which controls one of the two prin- 
cipal money markets of the world, famely, 
that of Paris, which almost always works 
in unison with the other, that of London, is 
also arranging to furnish the Greek govern- 
ment with the financial assistance which it 
will badly need now that the quart d’heure de 
Rabélais has arrived, and that the time has 
come to defray the overwhelming obligations 
incurred during the two recent wars and to 
pay the expenses thereof. 

France s main idea at the present moment 
is to exalt and strengthen Greece as a big 
Mediterranean power and thus to serve as a 
counterpoise to Italy. 


— 

The kaiser is keenly alive to this, and has 
been sending the most enthusiastic of tele- 
grams to King Constantine, expressive of 
deep affection and of the warmest admira- 
tion for his achievements as a victorious mil- 
itary commander, at the same time convey- 
ing his most laudatory congratulations to the 
Greek army. , 

In bestowing the baton of German field 
marshal upon Constantine, he emphasises 
the fact that it has been won on many battle- 
fields, and is therefore no mere compliment, 
words which will be read with mingled feel- 
ings by King George of Great Britain, by 
King Frederick Augustus III. of Saxony, 
and some other royal and imperial person- 
ages whose rank as field marshal of the 
German army is of a purely honorary char- 
acter.

King Constantine seems to have been grati- 
fied by the kaiser’s compliments and to have 
taken the baton of field marshal from his 
German brother-in-law as a disinterested 
token of appreciation of his military achieve- 
ments. 


Mewever, the Greek premier, the leading

statesman and military and naval com- 
manders at Athens, as well as the troops, 
see in the kaiser’s gracious and cordial mes- 
Sages mere Teutonic statecraft and diplo- 
macy and a desire to establish his standing 
at Athens as the principai friend of the Hel- 
lenio nation and government. 

They cannot forget that the Turkish troops 
in the last war, asin that of eighteen years 
ago, were trained wholly by German officers. 
the most conspicuous among whom was the 
German fleld marshal, Von der Golts. 

Indeed, in the war of 1895 the Turkish army 
which invaded Greece and which advanced 
through the country until when within less 
than a day’s march of Athens it was stayed 
by the diplomatic intervention of the czar, 
was actually led by German officers, of whom 
there. were also a large number on the Otto- 
man general staff. 

Moreover, the kaiser sent at the time ex- 
tremely cordial messages to the sultan and to 
the Turkish generalissimo, Edhem Pasha 
congratulating them on their victories over 
the Greeks, of whose military showing he ex- 
pressed himself in a distinctly contemptuous 
manner, although the Greeks were led by 
his brother-in-law, Constantine, then crown 
prince. 

It was the kalser's attitude, Indeed, in this 
matter that contributed to the estrangement 
which existed until comparatively recently 
between him and Constafitine, and which led 
the latter for years and years to hold wholly 
aloof from the court of Berlin.

One of the features of the r@cent Good- 
wood race meeting which has escaped notice 
in print was the welcome accorded by the 
great world to Lord Hamilton of Dalzell and

cumbent, Earl Spencer. a 

Queen Mary has made it a rule that all 
members of the court involved in divorce 
scandals shall resign.

Hamilton were received with open arms by 
society at Goodwood the other day, the great 
world plainly showing that it did not propose 
to follow the cue of the queen in the matter.

Perhaps you can give help to the thou- 
sands who are trying to sleep in the range 
of thie noise. It is bad enough with the 
L“ close at hand, but perhaps we can be 
saved this additional disturbance.

As a result of prior complaints about noise made 
by our trains in the vicinity of Buena Park, we 
eliminated all night work in that locality so far 
as possible and have now no train movement there 
at night that 16 avoidable. The only train we 
have moving at that point is our Evanston train, 
which takes the empty cars from Evanston to 
Division street and handles loaded cars back to 
Evanston: also a milk train which places the milk 
at Waveland and which reaches there between 12 
o'clock midnight and la. m. These trains handle 
only a very few cars and make very little noise. 

As before stated, ewitching in that locality dur- 
ing the night was eliminated some time ago, our 
cars being taken to Buena Park about 6 a. m. for 
the day engine to switch and distribute, and I 
believe we have done all we could consistently be

If this burns the leaves add 
more water. Spray in winter with a 20 or 
2% per cent solution of kerosene emulsion or 
a lime sulphur spray. Winter is the best 
time.

—In the outburst of criticism and indigna- 
tion on the part of county officials, as re- 
ported in various newspapers, relative to the 
sending of a patient from a hospital in South 
Chicago to Cook county Fospital, and who 
died shortly afterwards in the latter, nobody 
stops to inquire why should the county render 
such a proceeding necessary on the part of 
this or any other hospital by its failure ever 
to compensate any hospital for caring for 
any patient under any conditions who has 
been brought in as the result of some acci- 
dent? 

If the great county of Cook refuses to make 
proper provision to meet such exigencies,

INONA LAKE, Ind., Aug. 25.—[Special.] 
Modern views of the Bible and he- 
ology were vigorously assailed today at 
the Winona Bible conference. 
“I get tired of people calling out for 
a new gospel and a new Bible,” said Gipsey 
Smith, who preached the morning sermon. “ We 
are told that we must readjust our message in 
order to deal with the modern mind. One of 
the fresh young graduates in gngland came to 
me and said he wanted to talk with me about 
the Bible. a 
“*Do you know your Bible?’ I asked. 
I've gone through it twice,’ he replied. 
Better let it go through you once,’ I said. 
— 


“T'll not preach on the new theology until I 
get through with the old theology. My pastor 
in England became pastor of his present church 
twenty-eight years ago, with forty-five mem- 
bers, and now he has over 6,000 members, Can 
new theology do that? What can new theology 
do with the degraded and hopeless drunkaris? 
It's not the old theology that's worn out, but 
it's the men who are trying to preach these 
hi-falutin notions that are worn out. A man 
has no business trying to get his living by 
preaching if he denies the deity of Jesus 
Christ.” 3 

Gipsy Smith described his work in France, in 
which he said he had seen a princess, a duchess, 
a baroness, and a count converted, as well as 
men and women of the lowest social type.

Catherine Booth-Clibborn also spoke on her 
work in France at the afternoon service and de- 
scribed the persecutions she had undergone. 

Dr. Campbell Forgan of London criticised Dr. 
Lyman Abbott, editor of the Outlook, in an ad- 
dress to several hundred pastors.

he said, disparages theology, while he com- 
mends religion. 

“* Religion is the life of God in the soul of 
man; theology is what a man thinks about God, 
Religion is vital, theology is of little conse- 
quence,’ said: Dr. Abbott. I agree with Dr. Ab- 
bott’s definition, but I differ with his conclu- 
sions. A man's theology determines his atti- 
tude toward God, and is therefore of vast im- 
portance.”

We divide our salary into the amounts to 
be put into savings account, into checking 
account, and minimum cash necessary for 
small daily expenses. Besides keeping a day 
book of expenses, I post these items in an 
expense book, where expenses are sorted under 
such headings as “ provisions,” fuel,“ “ cloth- 
Ing.“ ete. Then from suggestions by household 
science teachers, I have tried to live on a 
certain per cent for each item. At the back 
of the book I made a summary with plus and 
minus columns. If my allowance was $25 for 
food, and if I spent $11, I put $14 in the plus 
column. 80 I knew each month where I 
needed to curtail the next. I buy in as large 
quantity as possible, having storeroom, which 
saves time daily in telephoning as well as be- 
ing a money saver. 

Acounts take about an evening a month. 
An economical way to keep up household 
equipment is to get but one pair of sheets 
or pillowcases, or one tablecloth and set of 
napkins a year, which when marked and used 
in rotation last longer. Presently, when some 
large item like curtains or blankets needs re- 
newing the linen supply is adequate for ar 
extra year without addition. Mra. C. C. A.

| Something like its predecessor, ‘Officer 666,” 
its hereie Characters are two likable sneak 
| thieves, a young woman and her sweetheart, 
attractive, good locking, and witd a highly de- 
veloped sense of humor. Their pleasant iniqui- 
ties, ranging through three agitative scenes, in- 
clude the graceful looting of a guestless wed- 
ding party, the smooth shifting of their misde- 
meanors to innocent shoulders, and their tumul-

mental marriage in the home of their victims. 

It is theatrical ragtime of the most 
gort, making up in sound and velocity what it 
lacks in rhythm. Funny lines are not "seeded; 
funny situations are as thick as beggars in 
Spain. Pretty well played, too, with few of the 
actors guilty of underacting. The players in 
most instances deport themselves with that 
seriousness that is said by English critics to 
make farce-acting the one American art; end 
the only exception to this condition is that of 
Mr. Sam Hardy, the leading crook, whose ex- 
cesses cause him to be the pet of the party.

Mr. Hardy, succeeding Mr. Richard Bennett, 
now our principal exponent of the disease 
drama, is a clown rather than a farceur, and 
there is never a moment that he does not add 
anarchie impossibilities of acting to the legiti- 
mate improbabilities of the play. Instead of 
making his lies plausible he confesses his 
crimes by the smirk and grimace of the pan- 
tomimic buffoon. Instead of being suave and 
serious he is crude and comic. Despite the 
fact that he is the major eddy in the riot at 
the Grand, it 10 easy te believe that if he 
played with the earnestness of, say, Miss Ruth 
Chester, the distraught matron in the farce—. 
a fine performance—the laughs would be more 
numerous, more lasting, and more creditable 
to him and his audience. It is the farceur’s 
function to make more believable the unbeliev- 
able incidents of his story, not to accentuate 
their incredibility; and if Mr. Hardy were 
to do this his pleasantly deminating person- 
ality and attractive appearance would cause 
him to be a more enjoyable feature of frivolous 
exhibitions of this kind.

In an inquiry through Col. Steel at Win- 
nipeg the above facts were elicited, and Col. 
Hughes considers the evidence tee flimsy 
to warrant Hill's dismiseal. 

He takes the position-that the flag should 
not have been flaunted in the face of the sol- 
diers, and that when put to such uses it loses 
its distinction as a national emblem.

GLAZED CARROTS—If old carrots are used 
they must be parboiled (bleached) for five 
minutes in boiling salted water and then 
cooked as follows: 

Cut into slices enough carrot to cook in, and 
be well covered by, one pint of water. Put 
the scraped and sliced carrot into this when 
it is boiling, and add for this pint one tea- 
Spoonful of salt—some people like as much as 
one level tablespoonful—two tablespoonfuls of 
Sugar and two ounces of butter. Cook in 
saucepan until there is only a tablespoonful or 
two of the liquid remaining, then turn into 
frying pan and sauté the carrots until they are 
shiny—do hot brown them. 

These make a pretty garnish or they may 
be sprinkled with chopped parsley or served 
just as they are for a Wege 


PUREE OF CARROTS—Put the glazed car- 
rots, cooked as above, through a coarse sieve 
or fine strainer, and dry them by sautéing 
them in butter over a hot fire. Or if for a 
soup add to them enough milk to make a 
regulation cream soup. 

So made, this soup is delicious and particu- 


larly good for children—acceptable to them 


and to any one fond of the mock bisque or to- 
mato soup this would be a very agreeable al- 
ternate. It may be too sweet for some per-

Glazed carrots may be cooked in consomme 
instead of water, and will be more shiny when 
finished. And for any of the carrot soups, stock 
or bouillon is recommended, especially if they 


are of the vegetable soup order, the carrot pre-

CRECY SOUF—Cut up in slices about six 
large carrots, two good sized onions, about two 
stalks of celery, and fry them in butter, stir- 
ring constantly, without letting them brown, 
with a wooden spoon for ten minutes (this is 
the revenir of the French), and then add a 
reasonable quantity of water or broth and 
cook until the carrot is soft.

Cites Big Foreign Banka. 

“ ‘This bill proposes to mobiligé the reserves, 
to provide elastic currency ahd constant eco- 
nomical accommodation to our commerce and 
industry under a system of government con- 
trol and not under bankers’ control. 

“ Neither the Bank of England, the Bank 
of France, nor the Bank of Germany, nor the 
Bank of Belgium, nor the Bank of the Nether- 
lands, the great reserve banks of Europe, 
public utility banks, framed for the protec- 
tion of commerce and industry and not for 
money making. framed as great public serv- 
ants—none of these banks permit bankers’ 


Peontrol or the bad appearance of bankers’ 


control. 

They are controlled by public sentiment, 
by men appointed by the government of 
France, by the government of Germany, by 
men who are controlied by public senti- 
ment and the general welfare, and not by or- 
ganized selfishness. They are controlled by 
men who never think of serving the stock- 
holder at the expense of the community. 


No Banker on Governing Board. 

“The Bank of England does not permit a 
banker’ on its governing board, and this 
is a deliberate policy, wisely adopted. and no- 
body in England would have the impudence 
to suggest giving the bankers contro! of this 
great reserve bank of the British Isles, or to 
demand representation on its board. The 
bankers of Engiand have the wisdom and the 
sound sense to recognize the justice of the 
principles which govern the Bank of Eng- 
land. 

This absurd notion was put into the head 
of some American bankers by the Aldrich bill, 
framed by the national monetary commission 
and then ardently exploited at great expense 
by the bankers of this country at a coat of 
hundreds of thoufands of dollars. This ex- 
ploded fallacy—that the bankers should con- 
trol these great utility banks intended to 
protect our national commerce and give sta- 
bilftty to the financial and industrial world— 
no longer has any following except with a 
few, very few, big bankers. 

“ Without intending to be unkind, I am re- 
minded of an ancient anecdote, where a fox 


once urgently invited the farmer to place his 


chicken yard under his control, on the ground 
that he understood the chicken business bet- 
ter than any other person in that neighbor- 


hood. 


Aid to Rural Credit. 

An agricultural currency amendment to 
the administration currency bill was adopted 
by the house Democratic caucus today. The 
caucus adopted an amendment, sponsored 
both by the “insurgent” contingent and

Former Outlaw Twice Attends 
Church on First Sunday 
After Joining. 


BLAMES WAR FOR CRIME. 


Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 25.—[Special. ]~Cole 
Younger yesterday passed his first Sunday as 
a Christian by going to church twice. It is 
real religion, and not show religion, that Cole 
Younger has. He is not going to preach, nor 
be an evangelist, nor make any sensational 
display of his Christianity. 

“I've just simply made my peace with 
God, and the rest of my days I just want to 
live a quiet, simple, Christian life,” the for- 
mer bandit said. 

He was sitting in the shade on the porch of 
the cottage in Lee’s Summit that he bought 
and gave to his niece, Mise Nora Hall, smok- 
ing a pipe, and there was à look of deep 
earnestness and tenderness in his face when 


pe said: 

‘I’ve led an adventurous, turbulent life. 
The war brought on hate and strife and kill- 
ing around here. They murdered my father 
when I was a schoolboy; and I was lauhched 

‘Into a life of reprisals and shooting and 
‘roughriding, winding up with twenty-five 
years in prison. Now, my folks were all 
Christians, I was brought up in a Christian 
home. And now I am an old man—70 next 
January—and I’ve come by God’s mercy back 
to this spot, where I spent my childhood, to 
end my days 


Father Owned Great Tract. 

„ Why, I ran barefoot all over where these 
streets are. My father owned 10,000 acres of 
land in this county and we lived just north of 
where we are sitting now, and I ranged here 
as a boy.“ 

The old outiaw, six feet tall, 260 pounds in 
weight, with his strong, forceful looking face, 
sat there talking in a low voice, tenderly, but 
earnestly. 

In the tabernacle of the Christian church, 
where 300 children met in Sunday school, 
Cole Younger sat back where a breeze blew 
in an open window and he took off his coat 
to be more comfortable, but when the preach- 
ing began he put his coat on and moved down 
in front and joined in the singing. 

He went to meeting again last night and 
when the evangelist asked him to pray he 
stood up and repeated the Lord's prayer. 

„That was my first public prayer,” he said 
afterward. “Not my first prayer, by any 
means, mind you. I've often prayed to my- 
self. 

Prayed Before His Battles. 

“My Grandmother Fristoe used to ask 
me it I ever prayed before I went into battle. 
I told her I always did, which was true. I 
never rode where the bullets were whistling 
«round me without murmuring a prayer. 
But I did not tell dear old grandma that in 
ten minutes after I got into a fight I was 
cussin’ loud enough to be heard a mile. 

“She intended me to be a preacher, but 
1 missed it. But I always intended to be a 
Christian. In my early life I laid out to do 
three things—marry, become a Mason and 
a Christian—but I never had time to do 
either till now. I never married. I loved 
a girl, but the war came on and I lost her, 
and that’s bottled up forever now and I've 
never loved another. | 

“Now I am a Christian. I've accom- 
plished one of the things I set out to do, at 
any rate, and the greatest of them.“

| COLONEL SPURNS 


TRUCE WITH G.0.P. 


Roosevelt Says Principles of 
Progressive Party Must 
Be Adopted to In- 
sure Alliance. 


POINTS GAINS BY WOMEN. 


Calls Moose Their Chief Aid; Re- 
turns from Desert Trip Aft- 
er He and Two Sons Kill 
Three Lions. 


The Progréssive party will not surrender 
its principles; or any part of them, to bring 
about peace with the Republican or any 
other party. This in brief was thedeclara- 
tion of Col. Theodore Roosevelt yesterday to 
the Chicago Progressive club. He spent an 
hour and a half here on his way east from 
Arizona, 

“I see there has been a good deal of talk 
about getting together,“ said the colonel. 
Other people can get together with us by 
adopting all our principles—not partly, but 
all. 

“The Progressive party not only stands 
for principles; it stands for concrete things 
in accordance with those principles. It 
stands for the principle that after due delib- 
eration the people shall have the richt to the 
laws they may want. 

Above everything else we abhor hypoc- 
risy. When we said the people should rule 
we meant it. They must have the right to 
enact social justice legislation, no matter 
what the executive, the judiciary, or the 
legislature may say. 


Not as Severe as Lincoln. 

“It has been said that I object to judges. 
That is an absolute faisehood. I never used 
as severe language in my criticism of the 
judiciary as did Abraham Lincoln in his ref- 
erence to the Dred Scott decision. 

“I have great reverence for the judges, 
but I do not believe in their divine right any 
more than I believe in the divine right of 
a legislator or king. I think the people have 
the right to exercise the power given to execu- 
tives, legislatures, and judges, if they do not 
exercise that power in the way we think best. 
I also belieVe in the right of the people to 
recall them. 

“If it is found impossible to get needed 
laws through’ our legislative bodies then I 
would have the people create those laws 
through the initiative and referendum. 


“Injustice to No Man.” 

“ We intend to do injustice to no man. 
On the contrary, sooner or later business 
men who showed such anxiety about us last 
year will realize we are the only party which 
has a rational business program. We said 
in our platform what we really men. We 
believe in the policy of supervision and con- 
trol that will make a business man earn 
his profit by serving and not swindling the 
people. We oppose the policy of strangling 
business and more particularly pretended 


strangling. 

“The principles of the Progressive plat- 
form are not new. Theapplicationis. Our 
platform represents nothing more than the 
determination to apply in good faith the 
principles of Abraham Lincoln to the issues 
of the present day. 


Half Audience Women. 

Half of the colonel's audience was made up 
of women, many of them business women 
who dropped into the Progressive club for 
luncheon. They greeted him with the song, 
„Hallelujah, as he entered, and sang 
„America as he departed. 

Ladies and gentlemen, fellow voters all.“ 
was the way he began his address. 

“There would have been no woman suf- 
trage in Llinois,” he said, ‘if it had not 
been for the action of the national Progres- 
sive party last year in recognizing the right 
of women to participate in governmental 
affairs. 

There are tom fool men who let politics 
interfere with their business, and there will 
be tom fool women who will let politics ham- 
per their work in the home. But it has been 
demonstrated that women can be pees moth- 
ers and voters as weil.”

Again he 
spoke of Jerome sneeringly, calling him 
Wülle and insisted that his lawyers re- 
issue a summary of Jerome's remarks made in 
1908 when he said that no ome had ever con- 
tended Thaw was insane. 

Of the lighter incidents of a day of excite- 
ment—exciting principally because of what 
might happen—was Thaw’s show of temper 
over the fact that his breakfast was ten min- 
utes late and his continued erratic statements 
relative to plans for the publicity campeign 
which he regards as more important than 
any legal aspect of his case. 


Assumes International Aspect. 

The possibility of an international twist 
in the case came when ¢x-Gov. Stone raised 
the point that a Canadian, embroiled in the 
Dominion’s ironclad immigration law regu- 
lations, would doubtless have a right to ap- 
peal to the courts. Thaw, it had been said, 
would have no such privilege, no opportunity 
to appeal, should he be ordered deported, ex- 
cept to the minister of the interior at Ottawa. 

Mr. Stone regarded this as contrary to the 
treaty between Canada and the United States 
guaranteeing to American citizens before 
Canadian courts the same rights as Cana- 
dians. 

In my opinion,’ Mr. Stone said, the 
snow will be deep in Sherbrooke before Thaw 
leaves Canadian soll.“ 


Thaw Lawyers Hold Tongues, 

None of the contingent of Thaw's Cane 
dian lawyers would commit themselves as 
to whether they shared Mr. Stone’s views, 
although all conceded that the constitutiqnal- 
ity of the drastic immigration law—a compar- 
atively new one—had never been tested in the 
courts. 

They said that so far as they knew the 
procedure outlined last week would be fol- 
lowed—thst of arraigning Thaw in the Su- 
perior court Wednesday on a writ of habeas 
corpus, obtaining his release on the present 
commitment, making a fight before the im- 
migration board, and then relinquishing to 
the American lawyers if Thaw were deported, 
the management of the legal battle in Ver- 
mont.

It could not even be determined here wheth- 
er the immigration board’s hearing would be 
held in Coaticook or Sherbrocke.

Reynolds, agent of the immigration depart- 
ment, said he thought it might be decided te 
hold the inquiry here in view of the superior 
advantages of the courthouse. 

Norton Milla, Vit., is the point tentatively 
selected for handing Thaw back across the 
border. If he is taken to Vermont, the New 
York authorities are laying plans for his im- 
mediate detention on the warrants issued at 
Poughkeepsie, charging conspiracy. 

Whether the Vermont authoritiés will re- 
gard such a warrant as vold, inasmuch ag 
Thaw is legally a lunatic in New York, not 
chargeable with any crime, is problematical. 


Begin Publicity Campaign. 
As 4 step in hatching his publicity cam- 


| paign, Thaw gave to the local Sherbrooke 


daily today a personally prepared statement. 
In part it said: 

“In Vermont we know they are good 
Americans, and that—not on my account, but 
just from uprightness—they won't allow any 
trickery to be used against any one.

Dr. O. H. Briggs 
of the general supply committee, the purchas- 
ing organization for the department in Wash- 
ington, has made a report calling attention 
to the increased prices the government has 
to pay. 
Comparative figures by Dr. Briggs show 
that groceries and household supplies have 
increased 17 per cent this year over last year.
